We knew, in (net, that every impediment woeld cive 
war to the favour af the Dake of Wellington, and to the sincere 
efforts of Lord Liverpool, to obtain an associate, whose eloquence 
and whose readiness were adequate to the maarcemeat of the 
Hoase of Commons. Ta Mr. Canning’s Speech at Liverpool, we 
reeocniaed the snbetance of the explanation given to the Lard 
Chanerilor sod to those other members af the Cabinet, by whom 
the Catholic Question is opposed. This explanation fully aa- 
fished these members, and the iamediate consequence was, that 
every impediment was removed to the appointment of Mr, Can- 
ning. 


Upon thie poiat, itis of some public interest to enderstand 
one ef the conditions upon which Mr. Canaing hecomea Farrign 
Secretary. This condition respects the Catholic Question. Upon 
this sabjeot, Mr. Canning, it is understood, submits te the epiai- 
on of the majority of the Cabinet—thnat the present is nat the 
acneon to renew the agitation of that qeestien; and that itis 
betior to receive the |\\tle which cen and will be canceded by the 
Kiag end Parliament, than to obtain nothing by ae obstinate can- 
flict with iavincihle obstacles, In pisian words, the Catholics 
mist remate as they are, or, at least, mast expeeta vote against 
them from Mr, Canning. 

Upon every other aubject, we believe, there ie a perleet can- 
eurrenes en the partel Mr, Canning, in the system of fereiga 
policy adapted by Lord Lendenderry, and a0 mech favoured by 
the King. Mr. Canning's principles, however, are assurediy mach 
more liberal, and teas servile, thea those of the late Marquis; and 
we believe he is se wollinoliaed te the Greek Canse, that he will 
attempt something ia their faveer. He will certainly nat follew 
serviloly im the tracks of any ene; and as the Marquis Wellesley, 
and the Dake hie brother, are prepared te caincide with bim, we 
so fat anticipate as reapeets the Greek Cause, a more enlarged 
ead liberal policy 


Upon the great question between the Lauded Tnterest and 
the Government,—namely, the extension of reduction, we fear 
that Mr. Canning will diaappoint the opinions which are formed. 
The truth perheps, hore, is, that the possible remedy ties with 
those gentlemen themectver. They most redeve their rents to 
the standard of the times, Tfeorn at cighty shillings per quarter 
could afford forty shilliars rent, it is an easy “operation of arith- 
metic to learn how mack can be afforded when corn is at forty.

The letter, in sab- 
ataneo, we« a demaod that the writer, aca proerieter, sheald 
reecive @ particetar socount of the present affairs of the Bank, 
their profits, and the expenece of management. Soch an ac- 
eonnt as these given by the bavk« of Pranee eed that of Rtia- 
dargh, and whieh, if refosed, woeld sabjert the Bank of Rac- 
jand to the repraaeh of & violation of the Hat principles of jae- 
tiee and hemanite, &e. The letter wae ordered to be laserted in 
the minates. The Chairman then stated, that the Directors bav- 
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ing fully considered the affairs of the Bank, had come to the 
determination of submitting to them the propriety of declaring q 
dividend of § per cent interest and profit af stock, for the baif- 
poet ending on the 10th of Ortober went. Mr. Yeung wished to 
knew whether the increase of discount basiness had sapplied the 
leas of profit sinae the reduction of the rate of discoant from & ta 
4 per cent.? To this question wo specific answer was returned ; 
bat only @ general reply, that all circamstances had been taken 
inte consideration by the Directors, when they recommended a 
dividend fer the last halé-seas of 5 per coat.—A dividend ef 5 
per cent. was then agreed to anseimous!s, and the warrants were 
ordered to bo isseed on Priday.

Dervuction of Rowen Cathedral by Pire—Extrected from a 
Roven Fournal : —“ Twe 15h of September, 1622, will axforte- 
nately be too celebrated in the annals of tbe city of Rowen. This 
morning, at a quarter past Gve o'clock, in the midst of a slight 
storm which passed over the town, the lighting fell on the pria- 
cipal tower of the metropolitea cherch, whieh it strack at the 
bottom of the epire. In ae instant the wood-work caeght Gre, 
and the Games spread with such rapidity, that in a qaarter of 
ac hour they envelered the whole tower and reached to its top. 
The alarm eroasiowed by such aneveot brought tegether the 
whole population: bat no howan sid could prevent the destrec- 
tien of the part on fire, and afew minutes before seven the 
spire fell apon the roof. At this moment the fire caciesed ia 
the tower berst out with angmented fury ; and while we -write 
thie short notice, nothing more remains of this grand pyramid bat 
ite stone base > the upoer roofs of the charch are broken through 
by the fragments falling apes them ; and the terrified imagina- 
tien, considering the vast number of houses adjoining this grand 
edifice, knows not where the deplorable disaster will stop. The 
diflenlty of collecting fnets in the midst of sack a scene of dere- 
lation compels es to postpone farther details, We costent our- 
selves new with stating, that the greatest activity prevails emeng 
the citigens, the firemen, end the soldiers af the garrison, to al- 
leviate as far as possibic the terrible conseqeesece of this cale- 
mity.’ '—The foilewing historical particulars reepecting Rovea 
Cathedral may not prove anaceeptable to our readers :—It was 
feanded A. PD. 900, by Robert, Archbishep of Rowen, brother of 
Rickard the Second, Duke of Normand:, but was not Geisbed till 
the year 1068. It was 410 feet ia length, 89 io breadth ; the 
leneth of the cross aisles was 164 fect, aad the hercht of the spire 
805 feet. There were seven entrances to it, and 120 windows, 
It was one of the most costly and magnificent Getbic structarcs 
ever seen ; it was literally frosted with ornaments; there was 
not the smallest pices af atone, not the beck of & niche, ner the 
hase of a Acaure, bet was covered with the Gaest Gothic werk. 
In it were interred the bedics of Johe, Dake of Bedford, Regeat 
of France ; Hearr, brother of Richard L; and the beart of Rieb- 
ard Caer de Lion, together with many other ilastriess men.

Sitcom Carriepet.—Mir. Griffith of Browptoncrescent, will 
very shortly intreducs to the Scientific end Commeroisal world, 
garriages whieh can be propelled by steam upon common roads, 
and employed for the commen purposes of conveyance. Under 
bis inspection a carriage bas been completed at the Pimlico ma- 
pefactory ; it ia twenty-seven feet in lencth, inclading soven feet 
for the fre, betler, eyliaders, and the mechanism connecied with 
the driving-wheels. The weight of the carriage (which is in 
form of a caravan), end the whole apnarates, may be caleulated 
at if ton: it is destined to earry three tons of merchandize, 
making « total of 44 toos, epon wheels comformable to the re- 
relations established by law, and subject to the uanal restrictions. 
The velocity with which the carriace mar be made to mere, de- 
peeds apon the quantity of steam condeeted into the cylinders. 
Aboot Give miles an hear will be the general speed.

Hersehel!, whose death 
is announced in our first page, was a German by birth, sod 
son of a musician, in which profession Sir Willlam was orgia- 
ally edeeated and excellent on severe! instraments, He was 
master of the band of a Regiment, which was quartered at Ha- 
lifem im the yeas 1770. Sir William coutinacd here for many years, 
but disliking the monoteny of a coontry town, bo removed with 
his brother to Bath, where they were both engaged, for the 
pamp-room baad by the late Mr. Lialey. Sir Wiltiam, like his 
acphew Gricebach, wag esteemed an execcileat performer oa the 
oboe, ashis brother was on the violencello. This letter gentle. 
man remained at Bath eotil withia the last fow years, whoa he 
retired to Hanover to reside witha young brother, a masician in 
his Majesty's Roya! bend. Sir William pursued bis profession 
at Bath for some year, highly esteemed by 8 numeroes circle of 
friends, aod increasing in fame and foriane; but if it hed not 
been for one of those Hittle secidents which determine the “ path 
that meaare destined te walk.” Science might bave lost the ad- 
vantages of his brilliant discoveries. —He employed bis leisure 
hears so Astronomical observations and expenmeats ; aod some 
of them baviog fortenstely attracted Royse! attention, that creat 
patron of the Arts, George the 4, was resolved that’ Herschel! 
shoald not sacrifice his time to crotehetsand qaevers.” Sie 
Wiliam, wader his gracious patronage, relinquished bis profes- 
sion, and deveted himeelf entirely to astronomy and the meng- 
facturing of telescopes. Prem Bath he removed to Sloagh, 
where he created coe of surprising magnitude in bis garden, 
throagh which he discovered the distent planet, «birch he cal- 
led the “ Georgiom Sides,” ia besour of bis iestrions Patron, 
and which has beon the admiration and eender, not only of as- 
tronemers of thie, but of every other kingdom. Bit Wiiliem 
pessesed the” milk of haman kiedwess” ia #0 emineat decree, 
and wae most soxious to gratify bis cemerens tisiiess by on- 
pisieieg the “complicated machinery of his micd,” ta the 
simplest manner

The CHAIRMAN, in giving Mr. Home, said, that he saw, with 
great satisfaction, the company then assembled, and all ranks combining 
to pay respect to a Gentleman, who had distinguished himself se muck, 
and whose merits were as wellknown as his name, If there by any 
difference iv political opinion among us, yet we join unshimonsly in owr 
admiration of the man, who is the prime supporter of the rights of the 
subject, and the watchful guardian of the pablic expenditare, But he- 
sides Mr, Home’s wellknown merits, he conid say, that every individoal 
who had his canse in the Lands of Mr. Hame might be sure of kindness, 
dispatch, and satisfaction. He would make no unvecessary com pli- 
ments, aud therefore he gove—

When the plaudits ceased, Mr. HUME said (often jaterrupted by 
applanee) nearly as follows:—He was ata loss for lancuage te express 
lie feclings at that moment, The way in whieh the Chairmen bad 
Deonght bis name to the notice of the meeting, and the kind manner in 
which they had been pieased to rereive the toast, bad madea deep 
impression on his miod, that conid never be effaced.

had been pleased to give him for bis poblie conduct, was very mach 
above his dessert, and it was difflentt for bim to express bie thanks to 
them ashe wished, Onno cecasion had hehad the lonow: to address 
a numerons meeting, better able to judge of the conduct ef puble mea 
thau the present; end after this mark of atteution in meeting him here, 
he world endeavour to explain to them very shortiy the course he 
had pursued, withoat ailading to his own bumble exertion *, ‘more 
than, under all the circumstances, be found himself obliged to do. Tet 
was peculiar to this conntry, to witness such meetings as the present 
where so many respectable and independent Gentlemen met, to welcome 
one, a stranger to them personally, and only known by his pabile 
eondect. He was fuily sensible of the honour cooferred upon hin 
by euch meetings, and the assistance he derived from them in bis 
peblie capacity, It was one of the many important advantages whieh 
Englishmen enjoved, ander the Biisish Coustitntion, te be thus enabled 
at public meetings to mark their opivionof the eonduet of public men. 
Whilst he wee well aware of, and highly valned, the advantages which 
the glorious Revolution of 1688 had secured to this country, he could 
not ohuthie eyes to the many abuses also, which in lapse of time had 
erepcioto that Censtitation, Tt was the duty, therefore, in a peculiar 
mauner, of every person placed in the Honse of Commons, to nse his 
best exertions te remedy the existing abuses, to Improve, protect and 
secure these advautages which we ought to enjoy It he had read that 
Covastitution aright, the liherty of the people, the independence of 
Parliameut, avd the diguity of the Crown, were equaliy to be 
guarded and valued; aad it behoved every member of the commanity 
equally to protect them all (Aew, Acar) In the mutable state of 
hamen inetitations, it was aproof of wiedem to snit the establish. 
ments in the country to the mtelligence and circomstances of the 
times, the te ebtain the greatest portion of happiness to (hose 
who lived ander them. That knapledge of every kind, aad political 
kaowledge ta particaler, bad heen diffused moat widely in this 
country withia the last 80 vears might be learned by the immense locrens 
ed circulation of the daily and periodical literary aad political pablica- 
tions, which had taken place; dnd it was the duty of oar rulers to have 
had this cireometawce alwave before them. Under a wise and just Ge. 
vernment, it was to be expected, that, the iucreasing means of wealth, 
haowledge, ang power, ubich this country possessed, the happiness and 
prosperity of all classes of the people weald have increased. Bat was 
thie the cas Did not complaintuef great distress, and even want, 
reach us from mest of the branches of the commanity, snd this, teo, 
while Providence poured upon us abendance of every produce, almost te 
everfowing®? Sah a state of things coald enlv, he theaght, erice from 
misgore:nment, aud it was incombent on every man, placed im tbe site 
alive Ae was io, te ascertam (he Cause, Bue Lo atlompt relict and relorm 


felt on the ovcasi rm, it we nid 
hit feelings. The eredit they 
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hear, heer.) He was wellaware that attempts were made, by abireling 
press, to pat down every mon who endesvomdd to coricct abeses, end 
an alarm was sounded agains! him, thet he intended toovecturn avd des. 
troy, instead of emending and estabii-hing the Constitution. Seck bad 
been the system long pursned by the adherents to Mr. Pitt’ssystem, [¢ 
bad been one of their most powerful engines, fow the last 30 years, 
and be vegretted to think it bad been but toe successfal, in Keeping 
ap and inereasing those abaces wlrich had gone on, antil the threates. 
ed, at last, to eweem eli that was valnadle iste isextricable rnin, 
It was not am easy tavk, under these eireemstances, for any body 
of men, and much jess fer an is lated individual like him, to ene. 
eced in any efforts to remedy abuses of sech long continoasce ig 
the Government. Bat, with the perfect knowledge of these dif. 
enlties, he had proceeded, and it was highly satisfactory to him to 
know, by the approbation of many of his countrymen, ae well as of the 
present company, that his hamble exertions had in some degree svetedd. 
ed, ft wes right to etate that he bed, op entéring the Honse of Com. 


mons, joined the Opposition sadoubtediy, and he thought there was net 


one dissinterested person here, or elaewbere, who, after reviewing the 
rninows system of the Ministers of the Crown for so many years past, 
would not have made the same election, i he had solely contemplated

nine millions— te 835 millions at en enowal charge of 8) millions. Those 
persous intereeted tn keeping op the expendiiore ef the country, bad an 
uedue influence io the Home ef Commons, sud thus these evils were 
prodaced, aod those changes and redactions prev ested, which the site- 
ation of the ¢ try required.

of abondance of every kiad, Whilst he se strongly advocated economy 
aod retrenchment of useless expenditare, he never bad, nor did he be- 
lieve th if any persop present wonld refuse, the necessary means to pay, 
iw the most liberal manger, every asefal servant to the pablic. These 
were the distinctions he whished te draw; the resnits be expected 
from Porliamestary and Bargh Reform; aad he was confident, his 
couclesions would bear the test of sober inquiry, better thee the 
witty observations the appesers of Reform. Ia the belief that the 
influence arising from the large and wneecessary expenditare, was a 
great bar tea Reform of abuses, be (Mr. H.) had taken the course 
he did, of exposing te pablic view the profligacy of that expen- 
diture; the lavish waste of the public money ; and, in spite of every 
aitempt to crash bis pregress, and deny the correctness of his statements 
he bad snecoeded in awakening the pobliic to discern one great canse of 
their distress. To the ctmost extent, indeed, he might claim the merit 
of patient and laborious inquiry and perseverance ; bat he might have 
gone ow long without success, if tne difficulties of the landed juterest 
hed wot seconded his exertions, That numerous and powerfal clase of 
moo, whe had for so many years, while their pockets were fall, ballood 
on the extravagant ¢xpenditare of the Pitt system, which had epent in 
24 years apwards of 1,500 millions sterling regardless of the wara- 
tage received wow were loud in their clameurs, and pretended te be ig- 
noraut of the canses of their distress. They de not see, or will not an. 
derstand, that by their bled seppert of the Minister of the day, tn ali 
his measures, the present enormous debt contracted —that the interest of 
that debt was year after yeer paid by jeans; and the coautry wever felt the 
wirght of the taterest eutil the loans ceased ia 1$17. From that date their 
Gistresses commenced, and they mast bear with them, as ef their 
own bringieg on, aaless they come forward aud compel a reduction 
of public ef expenditure sod taxation te the Lowest potslble scale as 
the only means of affording relief. i will te recollected by many 
he mow addressed, that in the Session of 1863), oli bis motrens for 
the reduction of the military establishments; of the bigh salaries; of 
the expence of collecting the revenue, &c. were rejected by the Hoase 
of Commens, in confidence, aed on the declaration of the Minister, that 
every establishment was al ite lowest scale, and that every attention 
possible bad beer paid to the es penditare of the conatry. Asan exam- 
ple of the condect of the Hoase of Commons, only 46 Members voted 
for hie motion, to reduce 10,000 men from an army of 61,600—and it 
waseoly after cootinved exposares of the extravagant expenditure, 
that the Hease, before prorogation, addresyed the King to premete eco 
pomy and retrenchment in every department —It was andoubiedly most 
gratifying to bim to find the Misisters, who bad every the 
smallest redaction whee proposed hy him (Mr. H.) making daring 
the recess, & fedactiod of 123,000 men; sod ordering an tote 
the expenditare ef every department of the Government. With 
sock success, certaiely mere than at first had been anticipated, he (Mr. 
H.) bed renewed bis laboers in the last Session and bad found mach 
more atteation from the Ministers te bie variens recommendations. 
Redectious of taxes end expenditare had indeed been made, and 
ethers were in progress; bet they were not by any means gommen- 
sarate te the waates ef the country. It was, be believed by the manifeste- 
ten of public epinion, shewed so decidedty io favour of hiv proceedings, 
by the cities of Louden, Hereford, Giencester, and other places, that 
his meas of atility bed been iweressed. It was not, therefore, on bis 
own account, that the precerdiogs of Meetings like the present were 
important and valeabvie, bet that they gave a support sad consequence 
te the efforts of peblic mes. As an isolated individaal, with ne sap- 
pert (rom « family or party, be could newer bave obtained one-tenth of 
what hed been effected, witheat the public seppert. Me bighty veined 
(be honest approbation of the Meeting @e these grounds, and wes proud 
af their suppert oo the public account ; and be trasted bis folate eoudect 
woold merit a contineance of their goed epinics. The inflacnce ef pub- 
he epision, in the present state of intelligence io the country, whee cal- 
ind oat, was great—tt had beew manifecied powerfelly im the case of the 
late esfertenate and injered Queen —ii bad been shown io the course of 
the preceediogs of last Seasien , and with the prospect of aggrasated 
distress to the leeded interest, sed little to any other, be locked fer. 
wards, with confidence, to the powerfel ef parle epinics os 
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be Goverameat, if property directed. tie hoped the Whigs weeid new 


come forward aod disclose what they would do fer the people if 
were ia power—they eoght te pledge themselves te what extent 
would go in Reform io Parlement, and in reducing the ex~- 
pences of the country, Ifthey would dose, they woald be backed by 
peblic opinion, and they might then de all the good saticipated by their 
moat sancuiee admirers. Witheat such a decided line of conduct, ha 
was confident weald not receive that suppert which weeld aid 
their wishes, if were directed te getting inte power. He had 
omitted te state, that any exertions om hie part would have availed 
bet little, if they had not been seconded so ably and so sealoualy 
by those Henoareble Members, whore names they were familiar with, 
whe had on all eecasions steed forward in the pablic beball: and whilst 
he entreated the Meeting to give these Members the credit they se well 
deserved, he hoped the public vould come forward aud afford that ef. 
fectnal suppert, which mast compe! the Misisters to attend te the wauts 
aod wiches of the pablic and te promote econemy and retrenchment ia 
every department, as the beet means of bringing about a real Reform in 
Parliament (Acar.) He begged pardon for having so long detained them 
aud for having so leadequately ecapleined the motives of his conduct; 
but would coaclade with again thanking the Meeting for the benear 
done bimon thie day, and assaring them, that his humble exertions 
should be eontioged io the coarse be had hitherto, to their satisfaction 
perseed (loud and continued plaudita).

Royal Visit to Scotland. 


EDINBURGH, WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 32, ieee. 

The people of Scotland appear to have new had enough of the Roy- 
al preseoce. We say not this ia allusion to their disloyalty, for any one 
who would accuse them of that, would belie their real feehugs and cha- 
racter as moch as they have at coe time been belied by the public Ad- 
dresees of ignorant and interested bodies, of the private tale of bireling 
and isfameoas iaformérs ; bot they have looked on and been delighted as 
long ab is consistent with their sober ead indastriows habits, The pro- 
vieciels, except there (hat are paid fer remaining bave to a man retarned 
td their homes, and ia the Royal progress through ibe sireets to and from 
the Ball end the Theatre, on the (wo proceeding eights, wet above half 
the inbabitents, even of the most thiely poopied street aleng which the 
Royal cavalcade passed, turned oat to gaze apon it. The faal displays 
of the Royal person in the Scottish metropolis are net, therefore, worthy 
of much sotice, as indicating the genius ef the country; aad as they 
were made up of the same persons, babited in wearily the same costame, 
te which we bave alloded srein and again, they have little charm fer the 
public generally, sod consequeatly little claim to a detailed er pariieuiar 
notice. We shall accordingly do little mote than glance at them, The 
firet ene for this week was— 


THE CALEDONIAN HUNT BALL, 


It baving been presumed that the title of the “ Peers’ Bali” had 
preciaded many (air denghters of Scotland fromenjoying s more pro- 
leaged gaze at royalty than they coald enjey at the Drawing Roym, or 
daring the progress —it being well avderstood, that from the spirit of 
theirs formes, and the vigoar of their limbs, these danghters appear to 
great advantage tu the Diana boasdings of their own chaste dances; 
a04 furthermore, it being matter of demonstration that the parapher- 
nalie, if not the persons of ladies, are best shewa off by ithe glare of 
ertificial tight; \¢ was teseived that, in order to gratify ihe supple. 
mental files of Caledonian beasty, a second ball shoald be beid. The 
Goors of the Geerge-sireet Assembly Rooms were aceordingly re ehalk- 
ed, the froat re-iliemimated, and the refectory re-sapplied on Moaday 
evening. With some few additions, sad perhaps an omission ef two, 
the seme compasy mei, and the same trip of reels and fliags were 
measared out. Ia ene respect the Kieg was better scoommodated, 
ead therefore be was more bighly pleased ; an calargement of cibow. 

At the former ball there was 90 physical veil 
of separation bei ween the Kieg and bis sabjects save the mere step ta 
the piatiorm upes Which was erected the throne, These » , io 
the ardour of their love and their cariesity, threnged se ciesely about 
heim, that the perace of bis Majesty was thrown inte « perspiration ; 
ead the ears of (hose to whom, bed be net been se hemmed is, he dpabt. 
leas would have commeaciceted his royal opscree of the ball, went empty 
away; there can be ve more deep and serious reason for the King's not 
being gratified by :his throogieg aroved him of the Seattish belies ; for, 
atithe drawing room, theogh bis Majesty was silent on the seore of their 
beanty, be passed a wihheg aad well-meorited compliment to their clean- 
limess. This, theugh in itself a greater, sed, to Bog/ish ears, a mere nees- 
pected complimen’, was not jest exsetiy what the denghiers of Scotland 
woald have liked. They woald have borne + iittie more of the eld and 
ill-foneded tanat of being slovenly, if the Kieg had coudescended to 
land thir charms. The English mast not qeestien the acearacy of the 
reyal judgment, for, in addities te « good deal more activity aed per- 
senai » the Coart dresses of the Scottish Ladies were ali sew, 


while of these whie® Geset ie (be Drawing-cooms af Carlton Palace, sot 
& fee ave perfumed with the efBuria of three geserations. Sill, cleag 
as the ledies were, they were cot allowed to press a seceed time apon 
the Ring. 


His Majesty was rasied im, and allowed to heid fell and free 
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coaverse with the Dachess of Argyll, and sach ether ladies as he gra* 
cieusiy cowdesceaded (to notice, Whea we mention the names of the 
ladies whe were honowred by the atteution of the King, we of courme 
mean wothing mere then that he aveke te them, for we disclaim tbe 
imsinaations ef those scandal.mongers whe let slip ne eppertanity of 
traducing the female character, We regret that the name of @ widow 
lady of most respectable family, aad anquestionadle honour, has ea this 
eocasion got been protected from the tongue ef slander, To there whe 
know her ne vindication is aeeded by us—ne wound could pesibly be 
given. His countenance was haghter, aed his stay longer than epen 
the former eecacion ; and perhavs the company was more joyous, It is 
seid thatthe King suggested some alteration of the costame ef the 
Haat, in memorial of his royal taste and condescension, 


THE MASONIC PROCESSION. 


Altheegh thie was not favoured by the real presence of his Majesty, 
yet as it was under his sanction and patronage, and attended by these 
chosen Peers and others to whom he had granted his Royal commission, 
it properly encagh deserves a niche in the record of the Royal Viet. It 
had leng been the wish of a certain class of persons ia Seotlaad, to 
erect apon the Caltoa-hill, at Rdinbargh, a copy of the Temple of Minerva 
Parthenon at Athens, avewedly to commemerate the share which Aber- 
crombic, Moore, Lynedqok, Rassiyn, and other gailant Seotsmen had, in 
bringing the war of the Revolation to ag issue, aed perhaps also covertly 
as a sort of expiatery sacrifice (or the destruction which « Scotsman bad 
wrought upon the original straeture at Athens, This intended stractare 
had been pre-baptised, The National Monument of Seotiand; bat the 
name bad not been 20 well reerived as bis Grace ef Atholl and others, 
the erigival projectors, had intended, By some, the idea of « tational 
monament wae coapled with the idea of the death and sepultare of the 
eational independence; and by this it was sileged that ie the pablic 
bardens which had been imposed forthe carrying en ef the war, Seet- 
land hada monument @re perennins. The projectors, being unable or 
newilliag at their own charge te erect the monament, sought aid (rom 
the Chareb.. The General Acsumbiy landed the thing as '' & most suita- 
ble aod apptopriate expression of gratitude to the Lord of Hosts 4" bat 
they did wot pat their hande very deeply late thelr own pockets, nor 
were their recommendations very efficient upon the peeketes of their flocks, 
Thas the matter languished for years, and thengh throngh the eloqeeace 
of Lord Bianieg, more than one attempt had been meade upon the bowels 
of the Hoase of Commons and the bounty of the public; these bowels 
were aot moved mor that bowaty opened to the giving of any sum. The 
sabseripties bad bewever bece socumulating gulia par gultwm, (il! i! wee 
hoped that with the eciht of his Majesty's presence, they might venture 
te Jay the fowadation. Preparations were accordingly made for this pur. 
poss, cad the ceremony took place oa Tuesday, the 87th of August. 


Between the hoars of 11 and 9, the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and 
the Provisional Lodges marched to the vamber, as we should suppose, 
of about foar thoesaad of the aecient and mysterious craft of Masons. 
His Grace ine Dake of Himiltos, in bis place es Grawd Master, eup- 
ported by the Dake of Argyll, the Bort of Resslyo, the Menonrabie 
Colonel Daff, and a namber of cimer Nobieman aed Gentleman. The 
precession began te move from the Parliamest-sqnare af abeat a quarter 
pasttiwe. tt preceeded in proper order slong crowded streets, guarded 
by cavairy, tilithe head ef it came to the Wateriee Hertel, were the 
Deke of Atholl, the Rarls of Kosberry, Mopetes, aed Rigin, with Vie- 
conat Meiville and Lesd Lynedech, joined it, as his Majesty's Commis. 
sienars, The whole then ascended ihe mosy patie of the Calton, which 
was scarecly less thronged than on the day of the King’s landing be. 
tween liaes of the 13th and 66h regiaents, till they arrived at that 
sammit of the hill epon whieh the building is to be erected. The Calion 
has three summits; o« the South steads « Monameut to Nelson ; on the 
West the Reysl Obtvervatery ; aud on the North this building. The 
foundation bas been prepared with care, and the stone early 6 leet each 
way, and 15 is, that hong eqepended from @ crane, A platform was 
erected in the east for the office bearers of the Grsad Lodge, with « 
crimeon table ia (reat for their implements aod lasignia; eed on the 
west was suether platform for bis Majesty's Commission, the Magis” 
trates of Ediabergh, « Committee of the Babeeribers, the fag-end of the 
Besttish household, and some ether satheriines,—From areident of in- 
tention, these whe hed had the charge of the preparations had sot been 
orer-atiestive fo the masonic part of the array; there waste platform 
for the Brechren of the Graod Lodge, sad they had to serambie a:ound 
the place as they best contd. 


When the Grand Lodge had thas proceeded to the groand, his 
Grace the Deke of Atholl declared tue will of tie Majesty, read the 


* Commesion, sod totimated te the Grand Master thet off thiegs were 


ready fer the work. The Grand Macter then ssid —"* Ae we bave re. 
coived bie Diajesty’s entherity, and heard bis commsslen, to do we new 
preceed with the work.” The (ireed Chaplain implored the blesnog of 
the Almighty Architect ; the Grans Tresearer end Seeretary laid the 
depesitations asd the stone was lowered, the band plegiog “ Orost 
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light will shine.” The Grand Wardens applied the square and lead, and 
the Grand Master took np the mallet amid the londest cheering te com- 
plete the work. When that was dene he prowennced the benediction 
on the edifice. Theo be emptied the coruncopis, peared ont the wine 
aod the cil, and pronounced the benediction on the people, which, as 
was every epeech of his Grace, was answered by loud cheers. The 
signal gun was fired, tbe Calton, the Castle, the Craggs. Leith Port, 
and the shipping Gred royal salutes, after which the Grand Masrer re- 
ascended the platform, and pronoanced the Address: -Gratified, as he 
could vot bat be, to feel himself called en this occasion to perform this 
doty, it was a duty which he coald have wished had fallen into bands 
more able, more willing he conld assare them there conid be none. If 
he looked eround to either right or left, he saw nowe bat those, the 
sigbt of whom was of iteelfa gratification. They had wow laid the 
foundation of a strectare, the model of which had been the admiration 
of the ancients, which bas lasted and had been admired for ages, and 
which bas resisted the corrosion of time, and even the anhallowed rapa- 
city of barbaric conquerors, With reference to the object of the edifice, 
he would sey, that whatever were the glories of ancient Greece, Scois- 
men were so valiant in the Geld, that those of Greece hardly excelled 
them, The scite chosen for this edifice was a peceliarly fortanate 
one—it was hallowed ground—it was near tle spot where rose « mo- 
namentte the memery of abero, who, after having broken aud vanqnish- 
ed the combined enemies of his country, died as be had lived in the 
arma of victory, The eccompaniments were highly gratifying —it was 
gratifying to be in the presence of those whom the King hed sppeiated 
as bis Commissioners, and in presence of the Magistrates of the city, and 
other high personages, aud to be surrounded by so many of his country- 
mes. He would also say 0 few words respecting the time. It was that 
of bis Majesty’s visit to Seotland—e visit which weeld, he trusted, be 
prodective of happy effects. He did not allude to the mere expressions 
of personal aitachment to the Govereiga which had been eviserd, bat to 
something more substantial aud valuable. The arrival of the King had 
connected bim more intimately with Geotland. 1 gave the King an ep- 
portanity of seeing Seotchmen as they were, and of judging of them from 
more intimate and personal iafermation. Jt had let bim eee thy people ef 
Geotlend, and enabled him to judge of the meaner in whies they were 
geverned; and it would thas enable him more promptly to redress their 
wrongs, and more completely toforwaid their improvement. It would 
endear the King (o the people, and avite the people tothe king. He was 
pecoliarly pleased with the namber of brethere of his owe sacred and 
mystic order whe bed honoured the ceremony by their attendance; end 
he was proud in meming to them the Grand Master Elect (Argvil), whe 
was 60 soon to Gil his place—whese same was dear to Scotland ia the 
best and proudest of her ancels, and whore posterity would, he hoped — 
he was cure, never tarnish the fame of their ancestors. He thanked ali 
his mystic brethren fer their attendance. 


When his Grace had conctaded there were three rounds of very 
loud protenged, and animated cheering. 


After the cheering had subsided, the Duke of Atholl, as loquiter for 
the Commission, in the uname ef the Kieg, reterned thanks te the Grand 
Master, Wardens and Brethren, for their attention. He read the pream- 
bie of the Act of Parliament, incorporating the centribaters, of which 
bis Majesty was the Patron, and concluded by stating, that two remark. 
able events were conaceted with thie great nadertakiag—the ground 
was broke on the day of the anniversary of hie Majesty's birth ; 
and this day the stone was laid, it being the anoiversary of the abali- 
tiea of Christian slavery; for ca this day, the Meet under the command 
of Lord Bamowth bed taid low the wails of Algiers and set the eap- 
tives free. 


Bome cheers followed the speech of bis Grace, bet they were faint 
and few compared with these whieh bad been bestowed en the Grand 
Master, Perhaps they were got ap too; at least we discovered, ‘mid 
the thick phalags ef the Graed Lodge, ene wight (with symbol) who was 
anxiously inquiring fer end applanding Atholl, till a wag misdirected his 
attention, by pointing tothe Duke of Hamilton ac the object of bis admi- 
ration. After this be wes silent as to the Commissioner, and applaaded 
the Grand Master. 


About five o'clock the procession, leaving the Commissioners at 
their Hotel, moved te Freemasons’ Hall, where the Deke of Hamilten 
again thanked them —expressed his anxiety to promote theie charity 
achoe!— and shut the Lodge, amid the most raptorous plaadits. 


The feeling manifested by the Members of the Grand Ledge may 
be held es nobad criterion whereby to judge of that of the people of 
Scotland generally. They are trem all the proviaces—are of the mid- 
dle clacs of society—and always persons of edecation and discoroment 
The difference of their applauses te the two Dekes may therefore be con- 
sidered as a sort of barometer ef political epinien. 
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THE THEATRE. 


The crowd began to collect at the Pit and Gallery doors by one 
o'clock, and by four, nambers of femeles who had stood the squecer, be. 
gan to give way, and the most of them were borne off senseless, Adon: 
ten of the male sex were pashed from one to another in a lifeless siate.. 
till they reached the open air. About sit o'clock the boxes began to gee 
crowded. When Giengary came in, he was received with a shout, bat 
the welcome ended witha hiss. Sir David Baird was also cheered when 
be entered his box. Another military officer, who was saidto be the 
Earl of Hopetoun, was welcomed with lond «hoats. The brave Col. Siew. 
art of the 434 was observed entering the second tier of boxes, and 
load plandita were heard from all parts of the hoese, whether intended 
as a compliment to his book or bie own personal attraction, was doatt. 
fal. Tt was now about seven o’elerk, and the gods, enaccastomed to 
sit so long for the commencement as eight o'clock, began to Le a little ric. 
tous. Some bomen cons fellow emongst them commenced singing © Anid 
lang Syne,” in a drawting sharp sort ofstyle, eed the whole joined ia 
the chorus. At first we thought they were going to welcome his Ma. 
jesty with one of the Psalms of David, as from the slow way they 
snag it, reminded one of a country congregation drawing ont the 
liae, Thic kept them in great good hamenr, aod no impropriety was 
committed oo these below. Mr. Mash now entered with the Mavager 
aud arranged the chair of state. Tee Beel-eaters were placed on the 
stage about this time, which seemed rather to give dissatislagtion, as 
the house did not know it was the etiquette. Sir We. Arbutheaot was 
loudly cheered on his appearance, but his new honours coemed to sit 
heavily on him. He required to be toached on the arm by Lord Arbar. 
ton, befure he answered the compliment by bowing te the house, Lady 
Seett aed dacghters were recognised on entering their ber, and welcom- 
ed by loud shonts, and shortly after the Bard himcelf appeared ia the 
back seat, and was repeatediy called apon te come forward, About 
five minates past eight, his Majesty’s arrival was asceunced by lead 
cheerings from the crowd ontside. The Corps Dramstique, too, were 
seen arraugiag themselves on the stage to welcome bim with the pati- 
eosl anthem. He entered the Royal ben exactly ten minates past eight 
and was received with the most enthasiastie cheering, the crowd with- 
out answered the peal. His Majesty bowed ia his asnal maoeer, and 
seemed quite pleased with his recepfien. The cheering contioned for 
some minutes. Glengary had stood daring the previous part of the 
evening at the back of the bex fronting these sot aside for his Majesty 
with bis bewnet on, and he remained covered for seme time after the 
singing of ‘God save the King.” When he was observed, however, he 
was hissed aud heoted from all quarters till he obeyed the voice, At 
the right hand of bis Majesty steed the Dake of Montrose, Lerd 
Catheart, Dake of Argyll; bebiad, the Earl of Fife, the Earl of 
Errol, aed several others; om his left, the Duke of Dorset, and Sir 
w. eppel Hie Majesty appeared highly pleased @ith the perfor. 
mance (which was Reb Rey), striking time ta the masic, end particalariy 
at the playing of ‘ The Highland Flag,’ he moved his body to the tune, 
When Mre, Siddous appeared be raffled, and (rom time te time be ap- 
peared to ask explanations (rem those around him. He laughed bear- 
tity when the Bailie (Mackay) mentioned that the people of Glasgow 
ased to call bis father and him Old Nick and young Nick, At the scene 
where Frank Osbaidistone wishes to lay bold of Matiy, and the Bailis 
orders him off, and tells him be wishes mane of thee Lanune tricks, the 
King agein laughed heartily, aed made a remik to Dorset, Bat what 
appeared to amace him mest was, whee the Bailie toile the little boy 
whe had foced his hat and wig that “he woeld be « mon afore bis mi- 
ther.” In short, he paid the grestest attention daring the whole of the 
performance, ang seemed to enter inte the spirit of it, raffing at those 
parts which bed vational allusions, er where the acters excelled. A La- 
dy in the next box, whe was looking earnestly at hum, happened to caich 
his eye—he bowed te her. Between the acts he locked ereand the 
house, and seemed bighly delighied with the ladies. Whee the play hed 
finished be rose to depart, but the house shouted for the aaticest anther 
which was again sang, and he went off amid deafening sheets.

Tt would appear, however, from 
the test m ny of the Baptit Missionaries themselres, to whom she trang- 
lation and dispersion of the Scriptures have, in the opinion of some, been 
injudicionsly confided, that 0 far from beina always + cowed wih thank- 
Srlness, and perused with attenrion, they are often treated with every mark 
of disrespect. But wowithsianding these diseouragements, the measure 
of putting the seered records of our fait: inte 1¢ hands of our native 
subjects, cannot be aufficienty r-commended. They may find access where 
the preacher cannot: and if accomoanied by judiciously written tracis, 
pointing owt their dive origin and awhentictty, may suereed in under 
mining « fabrie, whieh ruder atiacks seem only to srengthen and sup 
pert.”

To thie end we have solicited the commanication of information from 
every person willing to furnish it, and having collected whet may be of.

The clase of valuable Correspondents, to whem I have alluded, are 
from their professional parsaite well acquainted with the matare of such 
associations, and being themselves from professions intimately conn ect- 
ed with Science, they (eel that seal for its diffusion which arises irrisisti- 
biv from the discovery of new facts connected with it; this they are from 
habit enabled to de with facility, and from their intelligence with 
advantage. 

Oo the other hand, Gentlemen not conversant with each subjects, 
feet difidence and difficalty in coming forward with such facts as, how.

, I promined in ome of my earlier Letters to give you some account 
of the principal settlements possessed by or pation to the Eastward, 
together with some wotices of the causes which contributed to the loss 
efthem. Reginuing with Stam, I new proceed to perform my promise. 
It was iv that country that they had one of their earliest settlements, 
which jor atime was beneficial, bat afterwards abandoned as eapte- 
ductive, Tt was agate eatabiiched, and again ahandoned in 16806. At 
thie tiase the traders ef ene netion were in great faver with tee Siamese 
Geverement, bat ‘were ordered to quit the country by the East Iedia 
Company, which they did, thos gies Som te all the ad. 
vantages likely to be devived from se desirable « connexion, At this 
time, the Siamese territory was more extended then at present. It 
reached along the whole of the eactere cost ef the Bay of Bawoat in- 
cluding Mynova sed Tenascemain, and bere it was that the Eoglish were 
privcipally established. The foliowing is the aceoant given by ons of the 
old writers (Hamisten) of their removal (rom Mangus, ‘‘ ln former times 
a good aamber of English free merchants were setiled at Maasen, end 
drove a good trade living ander a mild and indoigeat Government, bat 
the Old Bast adie Company cavying their happiness, by an arbitrary 
command, ordered them te leave their indastry, and repsir ie Fort &¢
